The congregation, under the lead-
ership of Rev. W, H, Underwood, plans
in the spring to commeonos Work on a
$40,000 church, to be located on rocently
acquired lots at the southwest corner
of Forty-first and Farnam streets.

The Bouthwest Methodist church, which
lost Ita old frame bullding In the tor-
nado, I8 now completing & handsome ce-
ment block bullding at Forty-ninth and
l.eavenworth streets at a cost of over
1,000,

Extensive repalrs, tolaling §1,000, were
made on the church at Twenty-fourth
and Ohlo streets, owned by the Reor-
ganized Church of Jesus Christ of Lat-
ter Day Saints, another religious body
that suffered in the cyclone,

S0 far the membera of ths Plymouth
Congregational church have not replaced
thelr edifice, which stood at Twentleth
and Spencer sireets, and was completely
deatroyed In the storm. However, the
